WASHINGTON, D.C,--Elf»ht women and four men--all 55 and older-- 
received certificates from The George Washington University National 
Law Center June 26 in ceremonies marking the completion of the first 
paralegal training program for senior citizens. 

The two-semester program is the only one in the metropolitan area 
offering paralegal training specifically for the elderly. It Includes 
classroom Instruction that focuses on problems of the elderly consumer, 
housing, health care, taxes, wills,Social Security and medicare and 
medicaid. In the clinical sessions, participants work with second- 
and third-year law students at several organizations (such as Protect¬ 
ion for Elderly Persons, National Capital Housing Authority and South¬ 
east Nutrition Center) to provide legal services to the elderly.
